Never before did quality and fitness in 
the animals at a public auction held by the 
Iowa State Breeders’ Association carry so 
much weight as at the annual sale held un- 
der the management of Secretary E. T. Da- 
vis, at the State Fair grounds pavilion at 
Des Moines, Iowa, on Tuesday, March 19th. 
Cattle that were in good going condition 
were freely rewarded by the ringside. 

Cols. Cooper and Kraschel did the selling, 
assisted by Messrs. Moore and Richards, of 
the Corn Belt Dailies staff. Forty head 
were sold at an average price of $193.88; 
the twenty-two bulls averaged $217.27 just 
$23.29 above the sale average, while the 
eighteen cows and heifers, many of which 


were very young and some of them entire- 
ly too thin to appeal, averaged $165.28. 

There were no sensational prices, the 
good crowd that had assembled despite the 
very bad roads, were mostly from Iowa, be- 
cause none other could well be present with- 
out enduring a lot of grief and hardship on 
the way. This too had something to do 
with keeping the averages down to those 
quoted for many of the cattle were such as 
to warrant good strong bidding from those 
with excellent herds that might need a bit 
of strengthening.

During recent years there has been a great deal of publicity 
given to grinding ear corn for cattle feeding purposes. The Minne- 
sota Experiment Station has the most complete data on this sub- 
ject. They have been comparing the feeding value of ground shell- 
ed corn and corn and cob meal with shelled corn in various rations 
The Missouri Ex-

periment Station also fed

of a full feed also indicate that shelled corn excelled corn and cob 
meal. In this instance the feeding of shelled corn produced about 
3 pounds more beef and 47 pounds more pork per calf. However, 
the shelled corn calves ate much more silage and somewhat more 
hay, so that their feed bill was larger than the meal-fed calves. 
The shelled corn calves were valued slightly lower, but in spite of 
these handicaps they surpassed the meal-fed calves in 
profit due to the much greater pork credit. The Ne-

Last year the Minnesota 
Experiment Station conduct- 
ed an experiment with Here- 
ford yearling steers. One lot 
was full fed a ration of shell- 
ed corn and alfalfa hay, an- 
other lot of steers was full 
fed a ration of ground shell- 
ed corn and alfalfa hay. The 
steers were fed over a period 
of 180 days. 

Grinding the shelled corn 
increased the daily feed con- 
sumption, increased the daily 
gain and very slightly les- 
sened the amounts of corn 


braska Station also had similar results and the Mis- 

souri Station’s three year’s trial also indicate that the 

same results were obtained with two-year-old steers. 
Conclusions. 

Whole shelled corn produces more meat, both beef 
and pork combined than ground corn or corn and cob 
meal. This, without doubt, results from the inability 
of the hogs to recover the small particles of ground 
corn that pass through the cattle undigested. Unless 
the price of fat cattle is considerably higher than the 
price of hogs, the grinding of corn is not ordinarily 
justified where hogs are available to follow the cattle. 

In the absence of hogs, grinding will usually pay 
even though no consideration be given to advantages 
from the shortening of the feeding period through in- 
crease of daily gains due to a larger consumption of 
grain. The important reason being the better utiliza-

Iowans Start Something. 

Atlantic, Iowa, is located in one of the most famous 
beef cattle sections of the United States. The name At- 
lantic, has been familiar to 
horse and cattle men for 


ground shelled corn lot the cost of grain was higher 
and the pork credit much lower than in the shelled corn 
lot and they did not quite equal the shelled corn lot 
in profit. 

During the winter of 1925 the Minnesota Station 
fed grade Aberdeen-Angus calves (fed 210 days) a ra- 
tion of corn and cob meal in combination with linseed 
meal, corn silage and alfalfa hay and compared the 
results with another lot of calves fed a full feed of 
shelled corn, linseed oil meal, corn silage and alfalfa 
hay. The corn and cob meal produced cheaper gains 
than the shelled corn, but the difference of 4c more 
profit per head in favor of the shelled corn lot is so 
small as to be negligible. 

_ The shelled corn lot made a larger average daily 
gain, had a larger pork credit, acquired a somewhat 
higher finish, and sold at a slightly higher price per 
ewt., but the corn and cob meal lot made its gains at 
enough lower cost to practically counterbalance the ad- 
vantages of the shelled corn lot. In 1926 the Minne- 
sota Station reported their trials with Hereford calves 
feeding for a period of 217 days. When shelled corn was fed in an 
amount exactly equal to the corn contained in a full feed of corn 
and cob meal, the shelled corn produced 5 pounds less beef and 23 
pounds more pork per calf. The cost of feed was practically the 
ae in the two lots. The shelled corn lot made the greater profit, 
ue chiefly to a larger pork credit.

Anchorage, Alaska, March 8, 1929: It is a pleasure to comply 
with your recent request for a story from Alaska.

But all these are secondary to the contacts given me with my 
friends of past years. I rejoice with them in their triumphs and 
sympathize with them in their adversities. 

Warren Ljungdahl will be sadly missed by all of us who have 
followed him in his career; but it is with a thrill of pride that we 
read of the continued victories of his father and brothers in the 
1928-’29 show rings—especially the National Western triumph. 
We know that they are carrying on with the same determination 
and high ideals of achievements which have characterized their 
past efforts, and we salute them! 

It is with great eagerness that I seek the results of the In- 
tercollegiate judging contests. Being a loyal Kansas Aggie, I re- 
joice to see that Coach F. W. Bell has again placed his teams at 
the uppermost end of the ladder with close seconds at Kansas City 
and Chicago and a very comfortable first at Denver. 

I went about with my head in the clouds for some time after 
reading the Journal’s report of the carlot competition at Kansas 
City and Chicago.

All this Me 3 
one happens to pass through at night and sleep through it al] Ih 
our case, we entered the sound in the early morning at about 4 
o’clock. I was awakened by my 14-months-old daughter, who Was 
not the least bothered and had a healthy appetite for breakfast 
This made it necessary for me to dress myself and baby and go to 
the dining room. I managed to give her enough oatmeal to satis. 
fy her until noon and to stagger back to the state-room where | 
deposited her on the floor and tumbled into my bed. She amused 
herself for a time and then dropped off to sleep. I gratefully put 
her in bed and settled down to my own discomfort. Fortunately 
for us, we came out into smooth water again about 11 o’clock and 
were restored to normal and ready to eat by twelve. Because of 
unusually fair weather, this was our only experience with that 
dread enemy of the seafarer—seasickness. 

As we went north the high, snow-capped peaks of the Alaska 
range began to loom back of the lower green mountains in the 
foreground. The clear green color of the water became a murky 
blue-green and we soon found ourselves in the land of the icebergs 
and glaciers. These are most interesting to a “cheechako” (new- 
comer). The great icecliffs formed by some of the glaciers where 
they break off into the sea are truly beautiful because of the many 
colors reflected by the ice crystals. 

The industries along the coast are chiefly mining, lumbering, 
and fish canneries. All of the ports at which we stopped heralded 
to us their trade long ere we docked by the unpleasant, neverfor- 
gotten odor of decaying fish. This odor is a part of every water 
front during the canning season. 

In addition to these industries, we saw a few fur farms scat- 
tered along the coast. As for those domestic animals to which we 
are accustomed—horses, cattle, sheep and hogs—there were none, 
The story is told that last summer some horses being transported 
on one of the steamships got loose in Valdez while the vessel was 
docked there. The children all crowded out to get a look. They 
thought a circus had come to town. Many of them had never be- 
fore seen a horse. 

These coastal towns have no “surrounding territory.” They 
are simply perched on the sea shore at most any place favorable — 
for a sawmill or cannery 
or both. In many cases 
the village extends back 
’till the houses are built on 
a steep hillside with the 
back jutted into the hill 
and the front supported by 
stilts, with a board stair- 
way approach to the door. 
The streets are crooked 
and paved _ with planks. 
The sidewalks are _ board 
also.

RETURNED TO HIS DODDIES 
AFTER TRYING ANOTHER BREED. 

Every now and then a letter comes across our desk that helps 
materially to offset some of the propaganda falsely circulated 
about Aberdeen-Angus cattle and their ability to make good in the 
range country of the United States. Not long since a letter ad- 
dressed to Vice-President F. A. Like, of the Mildred State Bank at 
Mildred, Montana, brought forth this reply: 

“T have been breeding Doddies for the past twenty-six years, 
both grades and pure breds. While living at Blue Earth, Minne- 
sota, I kept nothing but registered Aberdeen-Angus and before 
coming to Montana some fourteen years ago I sold Mr. Walter 
Oelke his foundation herd, and I see from the reports that he has 
been making good with them, something that most anyone can do 
if they will just give the cattle a fair trial. 

“Upon coming to Montana I tried out another breed as they 
were supposed to be the best range cattle that could be had. I 
only raised them a short time and turned back to the Aberdeen- 
Angus again for in my estimation the Doddies are by far the best 
for this country, or any other country for that matter.” ; 

It sounds good to have a bit of testimony bearing on the abil- 
ity of the Aberdeen-Angus breed to successfully compete with other 
major beef breeds on the range. We all know that the good calves 
from the Aberdeen-Angus herds on the range bring a premium 
when they are ready to leave their mothers in the fall. And we 
know too that the feed lot men’s judgment in offering such a prem- 
ium is based on the fact that they in turn are able to procure a 
like premium from the packer buyers when these bullocks, in prime 
condition, reach the killing markets. Then too they handle easier 


than horned cattle, feed out better, and come to market without 
horn blemishes either in the flesh or hides. Others are good, but 


the Blacks are better.

CLAIMS GROWTH OF UNITED STATES 
OUTSTRIPS MEAT PRODUCTION. 
Meat production in the United States is not keeping pace with 
the growth of the population. This fact was brought out by J, q 
Mercer, prominent Topeka, Kansas live stock man and chairman 
of the National Live Stock and Meat Board, in a statement to the 
Board at its March 25th meeting, analyzing government statistics 
for 1928 and reviewing conditions over a period of several years 
Mr. Mercer quoted comparative figures on human and live 
stock population covering the last forty years to show that in this 
period human population has doubled, increasing from 59 million 
in 1887 to 118 million in 1927, while the number of meat animals 
has shown a decrease amounting to 27.2% in beef cattle, 13.7% in 
sheep and 5% in hogs. He stated, however, that this spread was 
partially offset by the introduction of improved methods within 
the industry; that greater efficiency in breeding, feeding, shipping, 
etc., has made it possible to supply more meat with fewer animals 
than in the past. There is yet a deficiency in production, however, if 


the industry is to meet

the advances in popula- 
tion, Mr. Mercer point- 
ed out. Figures for the 
year 1928 were cited as 
evidence of this fact. In 
1928, 16,955 million 
pounds of meat, not in- 
cluding lard, were pro- 
duced, which was 8 
million pounds more 
than in 1927. This in- 
crease, however, failed 
to equal the increase in 
population and as a re- 
sult per capita con- 
sumption of meat show- 
ed a slight drop from 
139.7 pounds in 1927 to 
138.0 pounds in 1928. 

Attention was call- 
ed to the fact that the 
slight decline in per 
capita consumption of 
meat was in reality a 
falling off in beef and 
veal, as pork and lamb 
were on the up grade. 
Per capita consumption 
of beef fell from 58.4 
pounds in 1927 to 517 
pounds in 1928, and 
veal dropped from 14 
pounds -in 1927 to 68 
pounds in 1928.

city of a quarter of a million of people, 
and one of the principal railroad centers of 
the far Southwest, a hundred miles or more 
from the Gulf coast and a similar distance 
from the Rio Grande river. Ideally locat- 
ed on the very edge of a real cow country. 
We were disappointed somewhat in the at- 
tendance granted at the hands of cow men. 
Some wonderful exhibits of cattle were 
present and it would have been time well 
spent had these men in large numbers been 
present to study the trend of the times in 
cow styles. : 

The Club show was good and is a depart- 
ment that will grow in interest and quality 
of exhibits as well. The Aberdeen-Angus 
calves were not so forward as they should 
have been to make a good showing. | It is 
fair to say that the boys and girls will im- 
prove their showings at a rapid rate and 
that it will not be long before the event at 
San Antonio will line up fairly well with 
other shows of this kind. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breeding section 
was represented by two herds. The Alfred 
Giles Estate located at Comfort, some fifty 
or sixty miles northwest of San Antonio 
was present with twenty-four head of cat- 
tle that were presented in their everyday 
form, not highly fitted, and they made a 
very satisfactory showing. Another year 
we may expect a big improvement in the 
condition of the string coming from this 
herd. Harrison & Ryan, of Harlan, Iowa, 
were present with a show herd of twelve 
head, all in high flesh, and excellent show 
condition. These two herds attracted an 
immense amount of attention and cowmen 
from various parts of the state expressed 
their delight in the quality of cattle shown. 
It is quite evident that it will not require 
many more Aberdeen-Angus exhibits at this 
show to induce a goodly number of breed- 
ers to take up with the black beauties.

O. E. BRADFUTE. 


As the forms close word is received an- 
nouncing the death of O. E. Bradfute, 
Xenia, Ohio, Monday, March 25th, with 
burial taking place on Thursday afternoon 
at two o’clock. 

Mr. Bradfute was the senior member of 
the firm of O. E. Bradfute & Sons, breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Mr. Brad- 
fute has been identified with the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed almost since its introduction 
into America. The firm of D. Bradfute & 
Son registering quite a number of cattle in 
volume two of the American Aberdeen-An- 
gus herd book in 1888. This firm contin- 
ued to record cattle, and often in large 
numbers up until the year 1922 when the 
later firm of O. E. Bradfute & Sons suc- 
ceeded them. 

In 1894 Mr. Bradfute became a director 
in the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
res’ Association, in 1897 its vice-president 
and in 1898 its president. In 1899 he re- 
turned to the board of directors and served 
there until 1910. 

D. Bradfute & Son bred the 1912 Inter- 
national grand champion bull, Leroy 3d of 
Meadow Brook 95635, who was shown on 
that occasion by Jas. D. McGregor of Can- 
ada in whose herd this bull proved to be 
a most excellent sire. His daughter Queen 
Mother Johnson 8th 149877 winning the 
female grand championship at the 1912 In- 
ternational was shown by Wilson Brothers 
of Muncie, Indiana. 

Many other celebrated animals 
come from the Meadow Brook herd.

A little extra feed in the way of clover 
hay, alfalfa hay or corn silage is needed 
now by the beef cow that is to produce a 
vigorous healthy calf this spring, says Rex 
Beresford of the Iowa Extension Service. 
Not only is the extra feed needed now for 
the production of a good calf but the cow 
herself needs this in order to bring her to 
calving time in good condition and get her 
in shape to produce enough milk to feed 
the calf well. If silage, corn fodder or 
timothy hay must be depended upon to 
furnish the roughage for the breeding herd 
of beef cows, a little additional protein in 
the way of oilmeal will be well paid for by

A consulting engineer and his son pay a 
couple of visits to the Chicago International 
Live Stock Show, fall in love with the sleek 
coated Doddies, return to their Eastern 
home, prepare the farm and try a few. 
Pleased with results so far is putting it 
rather mildly, for Messrs. Joseph W. Shir- 
ley & Son enjoy to the utmost their Chart- 
ley Farm near Reisterstown, Maryland.

souri, on an all weather gravel road. 

It contains 400 acres. About 225 acres 
in cultivation, 115 acres in blue grass 
pasture and 60 acres of timber.

$1.90 for seeds I had a profit of $17.66, 

Last fall after the frost I cleaned my 
plot of all vegetation and it is now ready 
to spade up and fertilize for next season's 
blue ribbon winnings. 

I took first and second place at our coun-: 
ty fair, last fall, and my garden project, 
even with the hard conditions that I work- 
ed under, brought me a trip with expenses 
paid to the International Live Stock Show, 
at Chicago, last fall.

upon as the natural consequence of the 
comparatively small amount of beef pro- 
duced. The total of 6,082 million pounds 
for 1928 was smaller by 744 million pounds 
than the volume for 1927 which in turn was 
considerably below the peak year for 1926 
with 7,458 million pounds. 

It was pointed out that the shortage of 
the beef supply was counteracted to some 
extent by the enormous increase in the con- 
sumption and production of pork and a 
slight up-turn in lamb. A total of 9,387 
million pounds of pork produced in 1928 
was more than for any year on record, ex- 
cept 1923, and was greater by 854 million 
pounds than the figure for 1927. As a re- 
sult, per capita consumption of pork jump- 
ed from 68.5 pounds to 73.9 pounds for last 
year. 

Increase in lamb production from 645 
million pounds in 1927 to 671 million 
pounds in 1928 was enough to boost per 
capita consumption from 5.4 pounds to 5.6 
pounds.

the line ahead of nearly every train. 


Arrived in Anchorage, we found it to be 
similar to almost any small town in the 
United States. It has a population of 
about two thousand—twenty-five hundred 
for advertising purposes. The streets are 
laid out on the square. It has a beautiful 
setting on the shore of Cook’s Inlet with 
mountains on every side. The headquar- 
ters of the Alaska Railroad are here. This, 
together with mining and canneries, furn- 
ishes the chief support for the town. There 
is some fur farming and some agriculture. 
There are three dairies—one very modern 
and up to date. I have not seen the others. 
Milk sells at twenty-five cents per quart. 
From our dairyman I learn that it is prof- 
itable in spite of the high cost of feed and

also of cows, most of which must be im- 
ported from “the outside.” 

We arrived last fall just in time for the 
Northwestern Alaska Fair. It was most 
enlightening. Although it was said to have 
been a bad year for vegetables because of 
too much rain and little sunshine, I saw 
finer, larger vegetables of all common var- 
ieties than I have ever seen in the States. 
The flowers are also very fine. A splen- 
did display of small grains were on exhibi- 
tion shown by the Matanuska experiment 
station. Most of the vegetables came from 
the garden plots about town. The grow- 
ing season is short but the long sunshiny 
days do the business. 


I had the pleasure of acting as one of 
the judges of live stock. It was so arrang- 
ed that a committee of three did the whole 
job. The dairy classes were largest but 
not of too good quality. There were a few 
sheep but no hogs or horses. The experi- 
ment station had some young Hampshires 
and three head of Holsteins down for ex- 
hibition. These were all of very good 
breeding and good stuff. This was about 
the size of the stock show. Oh yes! There 
were two pairs of goats. 

From what I have observed and heard I 
gather that the agricultural industry here 
has great possibilities but is as yet almost 
entirely undeveloped, with the exception of 
the work of the experiment stations. It is 
a comparatively new and young country 
both geologically and economically. It has 
not yet settled down to any permanent 
economic basis, having depended chiefly on 
mining, fishing, lumbering, and trapping 
as sources of economic income. 

As for beef cattle, the Galloway seems 
to be the most adaptable breed and is used 
here exclusively. There is now a herd on 
Kodiak island. Their chief enemy seems 
to be the large Kodiak brown bear. The 
college is doing some interesting experi- 
mental work attempting to evolve a hybrid 
of economic value by crossing the Gallo- 
way with the Yak. 


The reindeer industry is quite important 
farther north. I read an interesting arti- 
cle in our local paper about two weeks ago, 
in which the natural storage facilities for 
reindeer carcasses were described. The 
animals are rounded up and driven to the 
coast to a point where there is food. Here 
they are slaughtered. Near this place is 
a large glacier which extends clear to the 
water front. Large rooms are excavated 
in this glacier and the carcasses are stored 
therein until the boats can get there to 
take them to market. 


The Alaska Railroad is launching a col- 
onization program this year. M. D. Snod- 
grass, Director of the Matanuska experi- 
ment station, has been loaned to the rail- 
road for one year to take charge of the 
work. He will leave for the States about 
the first of April to launch his project 
there. The General Manager, O. F. Ohlson, 
of the railroad feels that the economic sta- 
bility of the road depends largely upon 
the development of the agricultural possi- 
bilities of the rail belt. 

Alaska has made great strides educa- 
tionally, but still has much to accomplish. 
It has an Agricultural College and School 
of Mines located at Fairbanks which has 
a laboratory equipment valued at $65,000. 
It also has a very complete and valuable 
museum of relics of the North. Last year 
the enrollment numbered 175 students.

Notoriously fast wome 
are regularly accepted in the “best 9. 
ciety” after a favorable or judicious mar. 
riage. There is still a decided frontier 
spirit, with its recklessness, abandon, in- 
pulsive generosity, sudden, thoughtless 
cruelty, and with it all that grim deter. 
ination—sometimes born of despair—that 
goes with any successful pioneering. There 
are people who have been here for years 
and years. They are pioneers. But those 
people, most of whom are yet to come, who 
will develop the agricultural resources of 


the land, are going to be the pioneers who | 
will be the backbone of Alaska. They will | 


need their best ideals and all the strength, 
courage, and perseverance they can muster 
to maintain them. It will be well worth 
while for those who wish to come. 


Alaska is yet very, very young. She is 
just out of her ice jacket and is beginning 
to wake up and stretch herself. Her soil is 
still thin in places, but it is deep in others, 


though in some spots there is none at all. 
She is gradually acquiring the nucleus of 
a permanent population. She is looking 
forward to the future. Soon she will re 
veal herself to the world in all her youth- 
ful beauty, exhuberance, and promise. The 
United States did not buy the proverbial 
“gold brick” when she purchased Alaska. 
She will be getting a good return on her 
investment long after these gold mines are 
exhausted—and that will be far in t 
future. 


I have touched only those things which 
seem to me to be most important. The his- 
tory and native life of Alaska make a fas- 
cinating story, but they are in the back 
ground now, not the limelight.

A horse that js 
tucked up in the flank with a long narrow middle wij] 
lack endurance and be a hard keeper. A good bread 
basket is very necessary. The depth of the heart girth 
must not be overlooked. A horse is a beast of burden 
and constitution is one of the prime essentials, The 
cioup should be broad and long and should be fairly 
level. A steep croup is associated with a short weak 
coupling and crooked hind legs. The shoulders should 
be long and sloping, the withers refined and the shoul- 
ders well laid in. A coarse open shouldered horse 
would not stand properly upon his legs. The shape of 
the shoulders has a very strong bearing upon the ae- 
tion of the horse, the neck should blend smoothly into 
the shoulder and not too short. The head of a drafter 
should be in proportion to the size of his body, a pony 
head is not desired, neither is the coarse, rough one, 
The features should be distinct and well chiseled in 
appearance indicating character, quality and _ good 
breeding. The eyes should not be forgotten; a large, 
clear, bright, prominent eye is very desirable. 

The action of a drafter should be determined by 
the force, length, straightness and snappiness of mo- 
tion. As the horse comes towards you the legs should 
be straight in the line of motion, the feet should not 
paddle. In going away, the bottom of his feet should 
be seen, the hocks should be carried close together and 
show freedom from stiffness. One should remember 
the symmetry of the horse, because of the old saying, 
“No chain is stronger than the weakest link.” Size 
and disposition, and good wind must not be overlooked. 

In buying pure breds the pedigree should be con- 
sidered, because an animal will reproduce, to a great 
extent, as his ancestors.

A Few Practical Pointers 


By Wm. H. Lapp, 
Poultry Department. 


The first and easiest way to accomplish 
improvements in the marketing of eggs is 
to attack this problem along the lines of 
least resistance with regard to problems in- 
volved in production. 

In last month’s issue of the Egg & Poul- 
try Magazine we brought out the influence 
of dirty eggs upon the intrinsic value of 
the commodity. One need only visit a lim- 
ited number of farms in the spring of the 
year to be impressed with the possibilities 
for improving the eggs that we market. 
Without a doubt many of the irregularities 
could be overcome if 
corrections were set 
forth to the producer 
in such a way that he 
could apply them. It 
is a well known fact 
that the eye, without 
the aid of mechanical 
equipment can only de- 
termine the exterior 
quality of market eggs. 
The interior quality of 
the egg is hidden by 
the shell. It is not im- 
possible for the aver- 
age producer to deter- 
mine the difference be- 
tween a clean egg and 
a dirty egg. It is, how- 
ever, a problem of con- 
siderable discussion 
among producers to de- 
termine the line of dif- 
ferentiation between a 
number one and a num- 


and the contents completely fills the shell. 
As soon as the egg begins to cool the con- 
tents contract more than the shell and the 
space filled with air drawn through the 
shell is formed between the two shell mem- 
branes. When the egg has just cooled the 
space is somewhat smaller than the size of 
a dime and is usually near the large end of 
the egg but sometimes it can be found at 
other points depending upon where the 
membranes separate most readily. This air 
space increases as the contents of the egg 
decrease in volume through evaporation. 
In a number of experi- 
ments conducted a few 
years ago it was found 
that the quality of an 
egg is influenced di- 
rectly by the degree of 
evaporation. In other 
words the more the 
evaporation the poorer 
the quality of the egg. 
As a general rule the 
degree of evaporation 
is related to the age of 
the egg. The older the 
egg the more the evap- 
oration and the poorer 
the quality. In the past 
many authorities have 
recommended the ex- 
tensive use of an egg 
candler on the farm yet 
the practice of candling 
eggs on farms is very 
limited. More extensive 
use of the candler no 
doubt should be en-

the producer. We 
are inclined to be- 
lieve that coupled 
with the empha- 
sis on factors which will produce clean 
should come the message of urging the pro- 
ducer to market the product often. The phy. 
siological zero of an egg is approximatel 
68 degrees fahrenheit. If eggs are subjected 
to a temperature above this figure embryo 
development will occur. Every hour's heat 
above this temperature is responsible fo; 
deterioration in the quality of the eg 
whether fertile or infertile but it is espec- 
ially disastrous to a fertile egg. A ye 
slight development of the embryo is appar- 
ent in a new laid fertile egg and if the anj- 
mal heat is not removed at once this devel- 
opment continues to such an extent that it 
can be determined by candling. If a fertile 
egg is heated to a temperature above the 
physiological zero of 68 degrees for a per- 
iod of from four to five hours after bein 
laid the embryo is so well developed that 
the rings around the germinal disks can 
easily be distinguished if the egg is opened, 
This is apparent if the egg is candled and 
is known as spots or spot rots. 

Body Heated Eggs. 

Fresh laid eggs are some times found to 
be somewhat heated however, if no evapor- 
ation has occurred they may have the ap- 
pearance of an incubated fertile egg. This 
heating has been caused by the hen holding 
the egg inside her body after it is completed 
and ready to be laid. The temperature of 
the body of the hen is maintained at a tem- 
perature which will deteriorate the egg very 
rapidly if held. Disease or rough handling 
or shipping is usually the cause for such a 
condition in the egg. If in an edible con- 
dition, body heated eggs should be consum- 
ed without delay. 


Dark Yolks. 

Exceedingly dark yolks are often caused 
by the excessive consumption of certain 
green feeds, such as, rape, cotton seed meal, 
etc. Feed containing certain condiments 
may produce this condition. The yolk of 
such an egg will appear very dark when 
placed before the candle and will have a 
greenish, 1ather than a reddish tint. A 
slight variation in the color of the yolk 
does not necessarily indicate difference in 
the value of the egg. 

Meat Spots. 

Substances resembling flesh or pieces of 
membrane are sometimes observed floating 
in the egg white, eitheir entirely free or 
attached to the chalazae, which is the mem- 
brane surrounding the yolk. These particles 
vary in size and color from grayish white 
to red or flesh color. This condition is ex- 
ceedingly hard to overcome in the flock. 
It may be due to abnormal growth of tissue 
that frequently develops in the oviduct oF 


it may be the result of a diseased condition 
of the ovarian tract. 

Blood Clots and Bloody Eggs. ° 

Blood clots are common occurrences I 

fresh eggs. In some sections of the coun- 
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+. condition seems to be increasing. 
v4 gente rule they are caused by the 
upture of a blood vessel in the ovarian 
pin of the hen. When the egg is candled 
the clot appears as a darkened spot or 
streak and under ordinary conditions can be 
detected readily. Blood clots are exceeding- 
ly hard to control in a flock. Care should 
be exercised in feeding when a large num- 
ber of eggs are found containing these 
clots. The first organs to reach maturity 
in the hen are as a general rule the repro- 
ductive organs and if the hens are forced 
heavily at the start of their laying period 
one may expect to find more evidence of 


uals. There is no known method of over- 
coming this condition and bloody eggs are 
not used for food. 

Watery Eggs. 

Sometimes we will notice eggs, when 
placed before the candle will have a watery 
consistency. Part of this may be due to de- 
terioration caused by exposure to abnormal 
temperatures. Now and then we find newly 
laid eggs will possess this consistency. 
These weak body eggs at the time they are 
laid may be due to improper feeding. If 
certain green foods are fed excessively we 
may find this condition developing in the 
body of the egg. Such materials as celery 


In an egg of number one quality the albumen is firm and viscous and the germinal disk shows 
very little, if any, development. 


this condition. Condimental feeding may 
influence this condition directly. If this con- 
dition prevails give the birds a dose of ep- 
som salts, four tablespoons to the gallon of 
water. Then gradually increase the scratch 
feed until the birds are obtaining about two 
ounces per bird a day. Bloody eggs are not 
as common as eggs containing blood clots. 
A candled bloody egg has a reddish tint 
throughout. This condition may be caused 
by a diseased or injured condition of the 
oviduct causing blood to be mixed with the 
egg white when the egg is being formed. 
This condition seldom becomes generalized 
in a flock but confined to certain individ- 


cabbage, etc., may cause a watery body to 
the egg. As a general rule this condition 
can be corrected from the standpoint of pro- 
duction if care is exercised in regard to 
feeding. 

To sum up the factors which have a direct 
bearing upon the interior quality of the egg 
we may say without a doubt that the tre- 
mendous losses occurring from this source 
could be reduced to a minimum if the pro- 
ducers would appreciate the fact that an 
egg is a highly perishable commodity and 
the quicker it is placed under refrigeration 
the longer it will sustain a satisfactory 
quality product.
